He has been a Vice President 

of the Chamber of Deputies for several years, as well as the Chairman of the 

Chamber's Committee for Education and Fine -arts. In 195^ he served as Minister 

for Education in ^ignor °celba's Government. From 195>h to 1957 he was Foreign 

Minister in both Signor Scelba's and Signor Segni's Governments. In 1955 Signor 
Martino served as one of the three "Wise Men" of the North Atlantic Treaty Organ¬ 
ization.
